of the northeast tip of Newfoundland on her trip from 
Old Orchard, Maine, to Rome, sent liners 
and 
warships 
racing to her assistance. 
Beyond the fact that her crew , 
Lloyd Bertaud, Jam es Hill, and Philip Payne, were in the 
grip of some tragedy over trackless wastes of w ater, no 
details were given. 
Within a few minutes upon receipt of 
distress calls several ships were rushing under full steam 
toward the estimated position of the monoplane. 
Steam­ 
ship Carmania notified the Radio Corporation that plane, 
prior to her help call, had reported that she was following 
the great circle to Rome at a sped of about IOO miles per 
hour. 
This being the case, the monoplane may have en­ 
countered severe weather.

MEFO SLIPS A COG 
The following, written by M. E. 
Foster, better known as “ Mefo,” 
appeared in a recent issue of The 
Houston Press: 
While in the coffee room of th© 
Blue Bonnet at Kerrville last week 
there walked across the room a 
gray-haired man— upstanding, ac­ 
tive, alert. 
It was Horace Chilton, 
nearly 74 years old, former United 
States senator, born and reared in 
Tyler, now living in Dallas. 
Chilton was 
appointed 
United 
States Senator by Governor Hogg 
in I K91 to fill the unexpired term 
of John II. Reagan who had resign­ 
ed. 
Richard Coke defeated him 
for re-election, but Chilton was 
chosen as successor to Coke for the 
term beginning in 1895. 
Hogg, Reagan, Coke, 
Chilton— 
weren't those once, and still are, 
grand old names in Texas? Chilton 
is the only one of the four now 
living anil the pity of it is that 
nine out of ten who read this par­ 
agraph didn’t know he was still 
alive. 
The ex-senator is quite content­ 
ed, however, to be unknown and 
unsung. 
Ile had his day and he 
takes little interest in present day 
political struggles. 
He is visiting 
the hills of West Texas for mental 
and physical relaxtion. 
At 
the 
age of 74, he believes it wiser to 
commune more with nature than 
with man. 
"Mefo” is correct in saying that 
Horace Chilton was appointed by 
Gov. Hogg to fill the unexpired 
term of John ll. Reagan, who re­ 
signed to accept the chairmanship 
of the newly created Texas Rail­ 
road Commission, in 1891, but he 
is in error as to Chilton being de­ 
feated by Richard Coke in 1893. 
Roger Q. Mills defeated Chilton in 
that year, and two years later Chil­ 
ton was elected to succeed Coke 
who 
voluntarily 
retired. 
After 
Chilton had served one full term— 
in addition to the short term, 1891, 
to 1893— he was defeated by Jos­ 
eph W. Bailey in the year 1901. 
Little has been heard of Senator 
I Hilton in recent y e a r s , and when 
a local citizen asked several peo­ 
ple, “ When did 
Horace 
Chilton 
die?” there were some who an­ 
swered that it was eight or ten 
years ago. 
Senator Chilton was 
one of the best Senators Texas 
ever had, and we are glad that he 
is still in the land of the living, al­ 
though not in the land of politics 
any more- happier, no doubt, be­ 
c a l l - of his retirement.— Jackson­

FLOOD CONTROL ON BRAZOS 
Flood control on the Brazos is 
in sight. 
That is, practical dwell­ 
ers on the banka of the Brazos 
have organized for decisive action. 
These builders of the hour held an 
important mass meeting in the city 
of Waco. 
They resolved to har­ 
ness the waters of the Brazos river 
for flood control and for use of in­ 
dustrial purposes. There were del­ 


egates present from all thb coun­ 
ties or districts of the lower Braz­ 
os country. 
There were delegates 
present from the upper Brazos. An 
organization was formed. 
Com 
mittees w’ere appointed. 
I). C. Giddings of Washington 
county declared that it was a $50, 
000,000 project and it would be 
possible to secure federal aid. 
A 
pecial committee was appointed 
to push the plan of federal aid. 
Texas board of water commission­ 
ers had been invited 
to 
attend. 
They were there. 
They submitted 
report which contained complete 
data on the proposition of harness 
ing the Brazos and set forth a plan 
for building 12 huge reservoirs on 
the river and its tributaries for 
the purpose of holding back wa­ 
ters during the time of flood; to 
generate power for hydro electric 
concerns and to provide w’ater for 
irrigation purposes. 
Building of 
these reservoirs, 
it 
was 
stated, 
would approximate between $40, 
000,000 and $50,000,000. 
Reservoirs, 
as 
outlined 
by 
Chairman John A. Norris of the 
state water board of engineers, 
would be located at Breckenridge, 
Seymour, Mineral Wells, Inspira­ 
tion Point, DeCordova, Bee Moun­ 
tain, Bosque, Little River, Lam­ 
pasas, Navasota, Leon and George­ 
town. 
Total acre feet storage of 
all the reservoirs would bo 3,803,- 
000. 
It was fitting that the Braz­ 
os flood control plan of organiza­ 
tion should have been developed at 
Waco. 
Pat Morris Nef? is a citizen of 
Waco. He was the first Texas gov­ 
ernor to recommend liberal appro­ 
priations for the control and con­ 
servation of the flood waters of 
Texas for commercial and irriga­ 
tion uses.

LONGVIEW, Sept. 5.— The im 
mediate planting of fall and win­ 
ter crops for East Texas, especial- 
fall oats, is being urged by the 
Agricultural Department 
of the 
East Texas Chamber of Commerce. 
Many Eiast Texas farmers, a com­ 
munication recently issued by the 
department says, are planting oats 
their cotton and cultivating it 
in just before they begin picking, 
while others are making plans to 
get the crop in just after the pick­ 
ing is finished. 
Fall oats are 
considered 
the 
most satisfactory and the safest 
feed and cover crop for this sec­ 
tion, the department asserts, be­ 
cause they seldom fail in produc­ 
tion, they mature 
earlier, 
give 
heavier yields and are freer from 
disease than spring sown oats. 
Oats planted now will not only 
furnish early feed crops for next 
year, but will afford %aluablc win­ 
ter grazing and will serve as a 
cover crop to prevent washing and 
leaching of the soil 
during 
the 
winter months, in addition to pro­ 
viding vegetable matter or humus 


when turned under in the spring. 
The oats can be followed in the 
early summer with cow peas or 
soy beans which in turn can 
be 
used as a soil building or feed crop. 
Warning is issued to East Texas 
farmers not to delay planting too 
long if much value is to be obtain­ 
ed from the winter pasture. 
There are several varieties of 
fall oats suitable for planting in 
East 
Texas, 
prominent 
among 
them being the Texas Red Rust­ 
proof, of which there are several 
strains under different names; the 
Fulgham oat and the Winter Turf. 
For pasture and its a cover crop 
the Winter Turf is probably the 
best variety, while for harvesting 
some of the other varieties are bet­ 
ter suited, 
the 
department 
ex­ 
plains.

that there are certain invisible rays 
of 
sunlight, 
called 
untra-violet 
rays, which have power to 
cure 
such diseases as bone tubersulosis 
and various skin affections as well 
as preventing rickets. 
O rdinary 
glass such as is used in windows, 
will deflect this ray, so sunshine 
through windows loses its curative 
properties. 
Intestinal trouble 
of 
children 
should not be regarded lightly, as 
if left unchecked even for a few 
hours, may cause serious 
results. 
A t the first appearance of loose, ill 
smelling stools or stools tinged 
with blood call your family phy­ 
sician and stop all food and give 
only boiled w ater until his arrival, 
O rdinary care in the diet of chil­ 
dren will do much in the preven­ 
tion of intestinal trouble. 
Boil 
all w ater given them, unless it is 
obtained from a known safe sup­ 
ply. 
Give them grade A milk—-if 
this is not obtainable, boil milk

BETTER HEALTH FOR BABIES 
BY J. C. ANDERSON, M. D. STATE HEALTH OFFICER 


While the baby death ra te is 
considerably lower than in previ­ 
ous years, a study of the records 
show th a t th ere is still much un­ 
necessary sacrifice of life among 
babies and 
small 
children. 
The 
high death rate of infants is due to 
various causes, some of which are: 
Lack of parental care, 
lack 
of 
proper medical attention a t birth, 
bottle feeding, and ignorance of 
parents as to care and proper diet 
fo r children of tender years. 
Statistics compiled by the Bu­ 
reau of Vital Statistics of the State 
D epartm ent of Health, show that 
80,483 babies were born in Texans 
in 1926, and th at 0,316 babies died 
before reaching one year of age. 
O f the num ber dying 1,064 
(lied 
under one day of age, 900 under 
one week, 842 under one month, 
and 3,501 between the ages of one 
month and one year. 
T hat the lives of many of these 
children are needlessly sacrificed 
on the alter of carlessness, indif­ 
ference and ignorance there can 
be no doubt. 
Mother love works 
miracles 
in 
carrying 
children 
through the vicissitudes of child­ 
hood, hut it cannot always offset 
the m other’s ignorance of proper 
methods of child care and proper 
diet. 
D u tie s o f M oth er 
In regard to the care of baby, 
every m other should realize th at il­ 
ls her duty to nurse her baby, if 
this is at all possible. 
A breast 
fed baby has a six to eight better 
chance for life than the bottle fed 
baby, and mothers should bear this 
in mind, and never adopt artificial 
methods of feeding, except a t the 
direction of one’s family 
physi­ 
cian. 
It is al*o better for the mother 
to consult her family physician in 
th e early days of pregnancy, as 
proper care during the prenatal 
period will mean much for the bet­ 
te r health of the baby a fter birth. 
E xpectant mothers who wish ad­ 
vice on diet and other m inor m at­ 
ters during this period, will be sent 
a series of prenatal letters pre­ 
pared especially for this purpose, 
if they will send their names to the 
B ureau of Child Hygiene, State 
D epartm ent of Health, Austin. 
E very child ha* a right to be 
well born, and also the right to 
expect th a t it be considered valu­ 
able enough to be registered. How­ 
ever, it is evident th at m any chil­ 
d re n a re not well born, and statis­ 
tics show th a t 30 per cent of chil­ 
d ren born in Texas last year were 
n ot registered. 
This means that 
th e re were m ore th an 24.000 ba­ 
bies b orn in Texas of whom the 
sta te has no record, and who have 
no legal sta tu s in life. 
T h ere is a s ta te law piovidmg 
fo r the reg istratio n of babies with­ 
in 5 days a f t e r birth, this du ty de­ 
volving upon th e officiating physi­ 
cian o r midwife. 
M any o f these 
do n ot re p o rt births. 
Be sure th at 
y o u r physician re g isters y o u r ba­ 
by's b irth, as this will m ean much 
to it in fu tu re life, 
lf you do not 
know w h e th e r y ou r baby is re g ­ 
istered, w rite for this 
to the S ta te D e p a rtm e n t of H ealth, 
giving nam e of child, d a te and 
place o f birth. 
Care of Baby 
T he on ly a d d itio n necessary to 
th e n a tu ra l diet o f a b aby during 
th e first several m onths of its life, 


several times a day. 
A fter reach­ 
ing an age around 5 or 6 months, 
orange juice and tomato juice can 
be added to the diet. 
As a rule, 
children can be weaned after the 
ninth month, and should he w ean­ 
ed by the 
twelfth 
month. 
Pas­ 
teurized or certified milk is the 
best milk obtainable for children 
a fter weaning. 
If you canot get 
this, boil fresh milk 3 minutes, and 
cool quickly. 
Keep on ice. 
Heat 
causes bacteria to multiply at an 
enorm ous ra te in a 
very 
short 
time, causing milk left off ice to 
soon become harm ful as food for 
children* 
A very young baby should sleep 
18 to 22 hours out of th e 24. 
A t 
6 months old, it 
should 
sleep 12 
hours a t night 
and 
probably 2 
hours both m orning and afternoon 
The long period of night sleeping 
should be continued 
throughout 
childhood, but the daytime naps 
may be gradually shortened. 
Nev 
er give a baby any sort of medi 
cine to induce sleep. 
All sooth 
ing sirups or other similar prep 
alations contain drugs th at are bad 
for the baby, if not exceedingly 
dangerous. 
Let the baby sleep out of doors 
as much as possible, well protected 
from the heat, sun, flies and taos 
quitoes. 
All the clothes he needs 
during the hot w eather is a diaper 
and thin muslin slip, and the slip 
may he discarded to advantage. 
Mothers have long since learned 
that baby 
should not 
suck 
his 
thumb, but many of them ha. 
yet to learn th at he should not be 
allowed to suck a pacifier. 
P a r­ 
ent:- who use this means of paeifiy- 
ing their offspring are doing them 
a real harm, as this habit often 
leads to disturbances of the diges­ 
tive tract, as well as defects in the 
respiratory organs. 
A baby should be given a bath 
once a day and a sponge bath sev­ 
eral times a day in warm w eather 
asleep or awake, the eyes of th© 
young baby should 
he 
shielded 
from strong light, and from dust 
and wind. 
Remember that the best place 
for baby is at home. 
It may b© a 
sacrifice for parents to stay away 
from movies, church, lectures, etc,, 
hut unless airangenients 
can be 
made to leave baby with a responsi­ 
ble person, it is best for baby's 
welfare to stay at home with him. 
Keep baby out of the heat of the 
streets, the glare of sunlight, the 
excitement of crowds 
and 
the 
close atm osphere of crowded build­ 
ings. 
When visitors come to see you 
don’t bring baby out to be handled 
by everybody, and to be made a 
fuss. over. 
While some of your 
friends may be disappointed, ba 
by will bo much better off if not 
handled unnecessarily. 
C are o f O ld er C h ild ren 
A child’s second sum mer is us­ 
ually marked with m ore'or less in 
testinal trouble, this being due to 
the change of diet from the easily 
digested breast milk of the mother 
to other milk and to solid foods 
th at are hard on the digestive or­ 
gans of the child. 
Too often pa r­ 
ents expect children of this age
